Count Gallahad was highly tried as a yearling at the old Kentucky Association race 
track at Lexington, and again as a 2-year-old. However, an injury in his 2-year-old sea- 
son resulted in his never starting. Rather than race a colt which had displayed such top 
class in cheap events, his owner took Count Gallahad out of training and reserved him for 
the stud. 

Count Gallahad is by *Sir Gallahad III whose sons include the sires Gallant Fox (sire 
of Omaha, Granville, etc.), Insco (sire of Lawrin, Iscoelda, etc.), High Quest (sire of Search, 
etc.), and other outstanding horses. All sons of *Sir Gallahad III in the stud are siring 
brilliant performers. 

Anita Peabody, dam of Count Gallahad, was a brilliant race mare. She won seven of 
her eight starts and $113,105. At two Anita Peabody won the Futurity (beating Reigh 
Count, Victorian, etc.), Tomboy Handicap (5! furlongs in 1:04%5, new track record), 
Jcilet Stakes, Debutante Stakes, two allowance races, and was third in the Schuylerville 
Stakes. In the Debutante Stakes, run in the mud, Anita Peabody injured herself which 
enforced her retirement after she won her only start at three. Anita Peabody died in 
1934 after having produced Our Count, a stakes winner at three, four, and six; Our Reigh, 
a winner for five seasons; Count Gallahad, and a filly which died as a yearling. The second 
dam is *La Dauphine, producer of four winners (all her foals to reach racing age). Count 
Gallahad’s third dam is half-sister to the grandam of *Chicle, etc.

Improving the Breed 


HE season for registering foals of 1938 is over, 
except for a few cases where registration was 
neglected until after the first deadline, October 
31. We have heard of no difficulties rising out 
of The Jockey Clubs statement of policy with re- 
gard to insemination. Apparently there were no 
Thoroughbred foals of 1938 produced as a result 
of impregnation on a day when there was not 
also a chance for natural insemination. If so 
this is a tribute to the foresightedness of breed- 
ers who in the early months of 1937 must have 
had a revelation that in the middle of 1938 The 
Jockey Club would decide not to register any 
foals resulting from artificial insemination. We 
are glad that everything has turned out so well. 
For a while we feared there might be some ob- 
stinate breeder who might balk at prevarication. 
Now we are justified in assuming that there 
were no equine conceptions in 1938 contrary to 
the policy laid down by The Jockey Club after 
the breeding season was over. Next year, for- 
tunately that policy will cease to be an ex post 
facto law. 


In the meantime Soviet scientists are going 
forward with the greatest program of artificial 
insemination the world has seen. This year in 
Russia about 120,000 mares (not all Thorough- 
breds, of course) are being inseminated artificial- 
ly, in addition to 15,000,000 ewes, 1,500,000 cows, 
and millions of sows, hens, etc. The technique 
for this work has been advanced so far that even 
peasants in remote districts can have the ad- 
vantage of livestock sired by the best males in the 
country. Diluted gelatinized sperm is sealed in 
cheap reed capsules, packed in cotton and paper, 
and sent to the farms. By this method one Ram- 
bouillet ram was used to inseminate 11,800 ewes, 
and another for 15,000 ewes. 


With work of this sort going on at such a pace 
and with such practical results, it seems to be 
well within the bounds of possibility that someone 
may one day discover how to keep sperm alive 
for a protracted period, possibly—-though the

idea still sounds a little fantastic—-even after the 
animal which produced it has died a natural 
death. 


With such practical results at hand, there is 
opened up the possibility of doubling, quadrup- 
ling, or multiplying a hundredfold the offspring 
of an outstanding sire whose produce represents 
a definite improvement of the breed. With such 
a method there can be a swift advance in the 
average quality of a breed instead of a long, slow, 
painful campaign toward an improvement which 
is discouragingly tardy in becoming apparent. By 
this method the Russian government, possessed 
of a few hundred Thoroughbred mares and stal- 
lions, probably will be able to do as much in two 
or three years toward improving the work stock 
and remount stock of the nation as the American 
Remount Service has done in 20 years. 


It is our impression that Thoroughbred breed- 
ers in the United States have very little interest 
in artificial insemination. Most of them are con- 
vinced that foals produced in such a manner will 
not be quite bona fide, that something will be 
lacking. Abe Frank is a classic example with 
them. He was a high-class racer, but he could 
not stay, and he was not a success as a sire; and 
artificial insemination must have been responsi- 
ble for his shortcomings, say these logicians. 
There are other and better reasons for discourag- 
ing the practice. For instance, the production 
of a multiplied number of foals by the most 
popular horses at stud would constitute an in- 
fringement on the value of lesser stallions—and 
a move in that direction would certainly not pass 
uncriticized. 


Considering the general reluctance of breeders 
to make use of artificial insemination it hardly 
seemed necessary that a permanent barrier be 
erected against the practice as far as Thorough- 
breds are concerned. There will be many occa- 
sions when it could be used to advantage, as, for 
instance, when transatlantic airplane service is 
established. But the bars are up. We hope, at 
least, that the organizations which control other 
breeds will not follow our example.

Auction in Maryland 


AST week the Maryland Horse Breeders’ As- 

sociation completed an experiment to deter- 
mine whether a series of sales in connection with 
the Pimlico fall meeting would provide a satis- 
factory outlet for yearlings and other stock 
owned by Maryland, Virginia, and other Eastern 
breeders. Without waiting for the sales com- 
mittee to make its financial report to President 
Chester F. Hockley, the answer is apparently in 
the affirmative. 

The first night of selling, Monday, November 
7, saw a miscellaneous and undistinguished list 
of broodmares, stallions, weanlings, and yearlings 
go through the ring for an average of $254 on 73 
head, as reported in THE BLOOD-HORSE of last 
week. The second night, Tuesday, November 8, 
was given over entirely to yearlings. Sixty-eight 
head brought $42,625, average $627. 

B. B. Jones’ Audley Farm sold 13 head, still 
unbroken, for $12,475, average $960, including 
the filly which topped the entire sale series at 
$3,500. This was a daughter of Hadagal out of 
Smart Crack’s dam, Wisecrack. She went to 
B. Frank Christmas, owner of Idle Miss, which 
gained the reputation of being the most improved 
mare in training, then had to be destroyed after 
breaking a leg in the Washington Handicap at 
Laurel Park. 

Mrs. David A. Buckley sold 12 yearlings for 
$9,875, average $823. With two exceptions these 
were the get of Grand Time, a High Time stal- 
lion which stands at Mrs. Buckley’s High Acre 
Farm in Virginia. They had been broken and 
galloped on the grass at the farm, it was an- 
nounced. Three of the 12 youngsters in this con- 
signment had to be withdrawn from the sale be- 
cause of injuries. Last year Mrs. Buckley sold 
12 yearlings of very much the same breeding at 
Saratoga, got an average of $933 for them. 

The next largest consignments were those of 
the western Kentucky breeders Henry Altsheler 
and T. W. Garnett, each of whom sold seven head. 
Mr. Altsheler’s averaged $357, Mr. Garnett’s 
$400. These were mostly big, well developed 
yearlings which attracted more attention from 
the hunting set than from racing stables. 

W. M. Elder, who has been advised by his 
physician to discontinue racing, sold four year- 
lings for $4,400, got the highest average of the 
evening, $1,100. Summary:

All through this year the yearling market has 
run slightly below that of 1937. The Maryland 
sales continued in the same path, as will be in- 
dicated by the following tabulations:

The average for this year to date (yearling 
sales are now virtually complete for the year) is 
5.5 per cent below that of 1937. A part of this 
drop may be accounted for by the fact that the 
proportion of fillies sold this year is higher than 
usual, the number of fillies being only two under 
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the number of colts, as shown in the following 
table:

In 1937 455 colts averaged $2,297 and 426 fillies 
averaged $979. Thus the price of colts has de- 
clined 10 per cent, the price of fillies has risen 
10 per cent. A more complete analysis of the 
yearling market will be made at the end of the 
year when THE BLOOD-HORSE will publish a com- 
plete list of yearling sales in 1938. 

The two night sales were held in the armory 
of the 110th Field Artillery, Maryland National 
Guard, at Pikesville, a few miles northwest of 
the northwest corner of Baltimore. The armory 
is big enough for indoor polo. At one end a per- 
manent stand is now being built, but it could not 
be finished in time for the sales, so the auction 
had to be conducted at the other end, in a ring 
surrounded on three sides by chairs and circus 
seats. In the middle section of the armory were 
set up 110 temporary stalls, rented for a week 
for about $1,000. 

Over the auctioneer’s stand the American 
Totalizator Company’s H. L. Straus set up units 
from tote boards to record in lights the hip num- 
ber of the horse being sold and the bid as indi- 
cated by the auctioneer. For this innovation Mr. 
Straus received many compliments. loud- 
speaker system was also in use. H. S. Finney, 
field secretary and factotum of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association, made the announce- 
ments, and Milton J. Dance did the auctioneer- 
ing. 

Seats were provided for about 700 persons. The 
Monday night sale started promptly at 8 o’clock, 
with practically every seat filled and most of the 
standing room taken. No seats had been re- 
served, so potential buyers had to struggle for 
the privilege of bidding. By the time 15 or 20 
horses had been sold, the crowd was edging into 
the sales ring itself, and for about an hour there 
must have been an average of 30 or more persons 
in the ring. It was virtually impossible for bid- 
ders to see the horses, only a little less difficult 
for the auctioneer to see some of the bidders. 

But the best yearlings attracted plenty of at- 
tention from racing men. T. P. Morgan, arriving 
a little late the second night, stood in the corner 
of the ring with the horses, made many bids, 
sometimes had trouble getting the auctioneer to 
understand he was trying to jump the bid as 
much as $100 or $200. Jack Healey, the three 
Christmas brothers, Elmer Trueman, and Selby 
Burch were other bidders well known in racing. 

Whether the association came off with an actual 
cash profit on the sale has not been announced. 
Expenses of cataloguing, renting temporary stalls, 
etc., were heavy. But there appears to be little 
doubt that the sale was a financial success. Of- 
ficers and directors of the organization apparently 
were well pleased with the sale, which now seems 
certain to become an annual series. 

A large part of the success of the sales was 
due to the bidding of people interested primarily 
in hunters. In Kentucky if a “hunter man” 
Starts bidding, the consignor of a yearling is like- 
ly to start worrying, as he doesn’t like to see the 
produce of his mare taken out of circulation as 
far as racing is concerned. In Maryland the bids 
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of persons looking for hunter stock played the 
principal part in keeping the average up. 

Small raises kept the sale moving a little slowly 
in many instances. On the first night Robert 
Sterling Clark’s mare Armadale started about 
$100, went up by $25 raises to $900, then up $10 
at a time to $1,160—nearly 60 bids on one horse. 

Frank Orsatti got a catalogue of the sale, 
flew from Los Angeles to Baltimore, bought five 
head the first night, none the second night, flew 
back to California. The stallions Balko and 
*By-Pass II and the three mares he bought were 
shipped to Dan B. Midkiff’s Kingston Stud, Lex- 
ington. The stallions, two of the mares, and 
some other stock will be shipped to California 
late this week, will join Orsatti’s other Thor- 
oughbreds at Conejo Ranch, Camarillo, Calif., 
under the direction of Ed Janss, Jr. Lillian Z., 
an 8-year-old mare recently taken out of train- 
ing and bought by Mr. Orsatti for $500, will re- 
main in Kentucky for breeding in 1939. Mr. 
Orsatti has decided to restrict his activities with 
Thoroughbreds to buying, selling, and breeding. 
He has resold many of the horses he bought this 
year, is well pleased with his profits, he says. 
He will keep on buying. “I'll be wherever there’s 
a catalogue,” he said. 

Runner-up to Orsatti on *By-Pass II was an 
agent for young Robert Leach, whose farm is 
near Front Royal, Va. Mr. Leach is making 
preparations to breed and develop a few hunters. 

Time o’ War, a Dress Parade yearling which 
went to Mrs. Alfred I. du Pont for $650, was 
raised at Stratford Hall, the Robert E. Lee home 
in Virginia, and the proceeds of the sale go to- 
ward the maintenance of the estate.

England Worries 


EADERS of things English will note, pos- 

sibly with surprise, that our friends over the 
water have worked up a pretty good lather 
about the effects of 2-year-old racing on the 
breed. However, it should be pointed out here 
and now that this is not the same argument 
which raged in America last spring, and which 
resulted, among other things, in the curtailment 
of 2-year-old racing in California. To keep the 
record straight, the contention of the English is 
that the premiums on 2-year-old racing are caus- 
ing breeders to run after speed at the expense of 
stamina; the contention of the opponents of 
early 2-year-old racing in America was that 
early racing caused horses to break down and 
shortened their racing careers. 

For the American argument, I assembled ap- 
proximately 36 pounds of statistical matter, pub- 
lished in THE BLOOD-HORSE last June and July, 
which indicated that the early-raced juveniles 
actually stood up better and earned a little more, 
on the average, than 2-year-olds which did not 
get their baptism until later in the year. It is 
probable that these figures left a few persons 
unconvinced, but they have not made communi- 
cation in writing with this office. 

The English contention, however, is a horse of 
entirely different breeding. It is not in quest of 
durability, but of stamina. It does not imply a 
change in racing methods, but in breeding 
methods. It advocates setting up increased 
values for longer races for older horses, plenty 
of weight-for-age events, and curtailment of 
prizes for 2-year-old prodigies, so that a breeder, 
to realize much, would have to breed for staying 
ability and not for sprinting excellence, with the 
result that he would get horses which, for prac- 
tical purposes, couldn’t be made much of at two. 
The American idea seemed to be to keep the 
same sort of horses, but to hold them up a few 
months. With the American plan I have already 
expressed complete disagreement. With the 
English idea I am in entire accord. Maybe that’s 
treason, but make the most of it. 


Stand Off 


WO weeks ago I wrote, in connection with the 

1938 divisional leaders, that Jacola was as 
good a 3-year-old as I could see around, basing 
this questionable selection on the fact that Ja- 
cola had never run a bad race, had come back 
with something every time she went out. This 
naturally fixed Jacola, and in her next start she 
ran no part of a race, finished fifth in the Riggs 
Handicap, for which I suppose apologies are due 
to Owner Edward Friendly and Trainer Selby 
Burch. 

However, the subject would not have been 
brought up except for the fact that in the same 
series of remarks Inscoelda was picked as the 
best 2-year-old filly of the year. The Insco miss 
came through handsomely to beat Impound and 
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Volitant in the Walden Stakes, sharing top 
weight by scale with Time Alone, which finished 
seventh, 10 lengths behind her. Both of the colts 
have been pointed out as the sort which would 
improve with distance, but Inscoelda, off next to 
last, ran them both down, and though she won 
only by a head she was still gaining at the 
finish. Inscoelda is not the leading money-win- 
ning filly, being second to Dinner Date, but with 
no disparagement of Big Hurry, Inscoelda got all 
the worst of it in the Selima Stakes, in which 
she was second, with Dinner Date a length and 
a half behind her. 

The best 2-year-old of course is still El Chico, 
without much argument, assuming that the 2- 
year-old record is all that is considered. If a 
selector had an eye out concerning 3-year-old 
possibilities as well, he would have a hard time 
seeing around Challedon. 


Increase 


AST Tuesday voters of Hampden County, 
Massachusetts, voted out about $75,000 in 
revenue and Agawam Park. It seems a pity that 
the Springfield track should be eliminated, for 
this year was the first in which the meeting has 
been a very successful one, and some very inter- 
esting racing was offered there. Occasionally 
the cards exhibited considerably more diversity 
than those at bigger Suffolk Downs. But the 
loss of Agawam Park is the only territorial loss 
racing has sustained this year, against material 
gains. Possibly the Churchill Downs fall meet- 
ing is also a thing of the past, and racing around 
Cincinnati hasn’t been much for years, probably 
won’t be much in the future. Otherwise the out- 
look for racing is a bright or at least a big one. 
If one were to pick the largest single gain of 
the year, he would be likely to come out with 
Hollywood Park. The meeting there was a good 
one in itself, of course, but the importance of the 
Inglewood track is that it gives California a 
virtual year-round schedule of racing, with a re- 
sultant encouragement to breeding in that State. 
Hollywood’s purses were considerably better than 
the horses the track had to work with this year, 
but this should prove a temporary condition, for 
a tremendous amount of good stock has gone into 
California this year. 

Elsewhere, also, there are increases. Oriental 
Park has announced, and may have, 52 days of 
racing. A third East Coast track has got dates 
in Florida, though here again some scepticism is 
indicated—that track has been opening for two 
years now. And there are reports that another 
attempt will be made in Tampa. Texas seems 
quite likely to legalize racing again. I’m not sure 
we need any more racing; I’m quite sure more 
racing doesn’t mean better racing. But the point 
is that racing can’t very well get restricted while 
it is annually getting bigger.

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EXCURSION TO THE EAST 


By J. A. ESTES 


ECAUSE the first annual fall sale of the 

Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association was 
going to be a matter of considerable interest to 
readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE, The Estes set out on 
Saturday, November 5, to make the trip to Mary- 
land for the sale. He was accompanied by Ira 
Drymon, former manager of Dixiana, now op- 
erating the Gallaher Farm on the Russell Cave 
Pike near Lexington, and R. E. (Dick) Wilson, 
who quit teaching school in 1897 to join his 
brother, the late Garrett Wilson, in his livery 
stable and horse-shipping business at Lexington. 
Mr. Drymon wanted to see some of the farms in 
Virginia and Maryland and to attend the sales. 
He brought along an automobile. Mr. Wilson 
thought there might be some horses to be ship- 
ped after the sales, but unfortunately he was 
taken ill after the first night of selling and de- 
cided to return home by train. 


The first day took us about 430 miles, to Har- 
risonburg, Va., near the upper (southern) ex- 
tremity of the Shenandoah Valley horse country, 
thickly populated with Thoroughbreds. The next 
morning we were out early and after a few miles 
northward turned in at Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s 
Court Manor, one of the most complete Thorough- 
bred farms in the United States. The big sign 
outside the farm informs the passer-by that it is 
the home of Sun Beau, the world’s leading money- 
winning horse. Presumably the management is 
beginning to consider what to do about that sign, 
since Seabiscuit is still sound for racing purposes, 

At Court Manor we had a look at the 23-year- 
old *Sun Briar, upon whose success as a sire is 
founded the fame of Court Manor. He is a horse 
of commanding appearance and noble bearing, 
one of the handsomest of Thoroughbreds. He is 
23 years old, but apparently is good for several 
more years of usefulness. We saw also Sun 
Beau, apparently much heavier than when I saw 
him in June; the handsome grey *Gino; the well 
turned *Hilltown, son of *Blenheim II; the coal- 
black Neddie, a horse of great scope; and the 
unpublicized Sunador, a very well made son of 
*Sun Briar. Stanley Shackelford showed us a 
few of the excellent crop of well grown weanlings, 
among which the best, at a glance, appeared to be 
two fillies by *Gino, out of American Air and the 
stakes winner Suntica, and a *Sun Briar colt 
which is a brother to Sun Egret. 

We looked in also at that unique contraption 
which Mr. Kilmer devised for exercising brood- 
mares in winter. It is built on the order of a 
merry-go-round, perhaps 60 feet in diameter. In 
the middle is a steel framework pivoted in a con- 
crete foundation, with 10 arms extending outward 
from the central shaft. These arms terminate 
under a covered track. To one of them is at- 
tached a pair of shafts. Here a pony is hitched, 
and the pony, walking around the covered track, 
easily moves the entire framework in a clockwise 
direction. Behind each of the arms a broodmare 
in foal is hitched, to walk round and round until 
she has had the prescribed minimum of exercise. 
She is not hitched directly to the framework, 
but to a heavy weight which yields if she should 
happen to pull back or rear up and which grad- 
ually draws her back to her proper place. This 
machine is put in use when ice-covered fields pre- 
vent turning mares into the pastures, and then is 
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J. A. Estes. 


This is not a worm’s-eye view of a ferris 
wheel, but a horizontal glance at W. S. Kilmer’s 
invention for exercising broodmares when exer- 
cise outdoors is impossible or dangerous. The 
picture is taken from one side of an enclosed 
circular shed. The steel arms radiating from 
the central shaft extend in all directions into the 
shed. A pony hitched to one of the arms turns 
the steel unit, and mares hitched to the arms 
walk around the shed. 


used for the remainder of the winter. Mr. Shack- 
elford believes it has saved many a valuable 
mare and foal. 


We had lunch at Winchester and immediately 
afterward drove out to Berryville for a brief visit 
to B. B. Jones’ Audley Farm, where we were 
greeted by Mr. Jones and Manager J. D. Griffing. 
We saw the stallions *Bright Knight, *Strolling 
Player, *Quatre Bras II (brother to *Sir Gallahad 
III and *Bull Dog), and Trace Call, all in ex- 
cellent condition. 


“Now,” said Mr. Jones, ‘let me show you a good 
colt by *Ksar.” He showed us one, all right, a 
lithe, straight, clean bay colt out of *Sonina, by 
Son-in-Law, second dam *Felina (dam of Hilena), 
by Swynford—undoubtedly one of the best pros- 
pects from the first of two crops of foals sired in 
America by *Ksar. In the group of yearling fil- 
lies we saw in a pasture was included a splendid 
daughter of *Bull Dog and *Felina. 

Mr. Jones, for years one of the leading breeders 
of Thoroughbreds, still owns about 80 brood- 
mares, but in the last year he has divided his at- 
tention between horses and Hampshire pigs. His 
eyes brightened and his enthusiasm became ap- 
parent when he discovered that Mr. Drymon was 
something of a connoisseur of porkers, and they 
went about for some time poking pigs in the 
side. 

We then moved over to Abram S. Hewitt’s 
Montana Hall, a few miles away, to have a look 
at Pilate and *Belfonds, both of which were in 
splendid condition. Mr. and Mrs. Hewitt, who 
have been in Europe for several weeks, were 
expected home in a few days. We hurried on to 
Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane’s Brookmeade Farm a 
few miles down the road at Upperville, and it 
was almost dark when we found Manager Hugh 
Fontaine waiting for us. We raced over Brook- 
meade’s 500 spic and span acres in a station 
wagon. At the stallion barn was only one stal- 
lion, the Preakness winner High Quest. Caval- 
cade and Psychic Bid are at Almahurst Farm in 
Jessamine County, Kentucky, and Okapi is under 
lease to Mr. Drymon and standing near Lexington. 
High Quest is a big, impressive fellow whose 
physique and pedigree suggest that his get will 
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improve as they grow older. His first crop, now 
2-year-olds, includes the stakes winner Search, 
inbred to Fair Play. It was quite dark when we 
stopped at one of the glistening white barns atop 
the hill to see some of the weanlings. We went 
a little too fast to see them well, but I remember, 
among the very promising home-breds, a good 
filly by the dead *Ksar. The two American crops 
of this French champion apparently are going to 
exert a great influence in this country, for they 
include many excellent individuals out of good 
mares. The majority of them, I believe, are 
owned by Mr. Hewitt, and his yearlings are now 
being trained at the Charles Town track. They 
may not distinguish themselves next year at two, 
but they will surely be heard from afterwards. 

In a corner stall of the barn with the wean- 
lings was the principal contributor to the success 
of Mrs. Sloane’s racing stable this year—the 3- 
year-old Handcuff, which shared with Jacola the 
principal honors in her division during the season. 
The daughter of Whichone and Tenez had just ar- 
rived at the farm, and plans for her future rac- 
ing or retirement have not been made. She is 
quite sound, might improve still more as a 4-year- 
old. 

We stopped that night at Frederick, Md., and 
the next morning drove out a few miles to Wal- 
kersville and made a first visit to W. L. Brann’s 
Glade Valley Farm, a splendidly appointed farm 
in the midst of one of the most fertile regions 
in the United States. The farm, of about 150 
acres, was made over into a Thoroughbred nur- 
sery a few years ago, and has been very success- 
ful in its new role. Head man there is Frank 
Grosche, formerly on the late John E. Madden's 
staff, and head stallion is *Challenger II, which 
had an excellent record even before he forced 
himself on the attention of Thoroughbred breed- 
ers as the sire of Challedon, one of the tops 
among this year’s 2-year-olds. *Challenger II, 
like *St. Germans and *Bright Knight, is a son 
of Swynford, has low-set ears and a general plain- 
ness of appearance, and sires good horses. Swat- 
ter, a Broomstick horse which plans second fiddle 
to *Challenger II, is a big, handsome, very im- 
pressive stallion. 

Without making much noise about it Mr. Brann 
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has assembled an excellent band of broodmares, 
a very good stallion, a good farm, and a good 
horseman to run the farm. Here are all the in- 
gredients for success as a breeder. 

Mr. Brann’s former partner, Robert S. Castle, 
retired from the ownership of Thoroughbreds 
chiefly because of his health, and Mr. Brann him- 
self has not been well for the last two years. He 
was unable to go to Pimlico and see Challedon 
win the Pimlico Futurity last Saturday, sat by 
his radio at the farm and heard the description 
of the race. But a coming 3-year-old of Challe- 
don’s promise is a great tonic. 

We moved on to Baltimore, made headquarters 
there for the sales at the Pikesville Armory, were 
pleased as much as Marylanders themselves at 
the success of the venture. At Pimlico one after- 
noon I followed Owner Charles S. Howard and 
Trainer Tom Smith (two horse-happy men) over 
to a barn behind the grandstand to have a look 
at Seabiscuit. The son of Hard Tack, which as 
a 2-year-old, they told me, was nervous, irritable, 
and undependable, now has the quietest of dispo- 
sitions. His hair is fine as silk, his skin very thin, 
an indication of extreme quality. But he is one 
of the most robust horses in training, with enor- 
mous chest, deep body, and great hips and thighs. 
I have a notion that whatever superiority he holds 
over War Admiral lies in his remarkable consti- 
tution, which can absorb much punishment in the 
form of training, racing, and shipping and be 
none the worse for it. 

After the sales Mr. Drymon and I headed back 
for Lexington, made only one stop to look at 
horses—at the Front Royal Remount Depot, a 
tremendously interesting place, under the com- 
mand of Col. W. W. Whitside. Major Wilkie 
Burt showed us about the rolling hills which are 
the capital of the far-flung Remount Division. 
We saw a number of stallions which had come in 
for conditioning before being sent out to agents 
or other depots, saw about 50 mares coming in 
from pasture for their evening feeding, looked 
over a splendid lot of 3-year-olds and 2-year-olds 
which are the depot’s own produce. At a barn 
which houses some of the stallions used for the 
depot’s breeding program we saw Flag Pole, 
Vander Pool, and Chilhowee, among others. Flag

Death of Clarence H. Mackay 


One of the numerous figures whose importance 
on the Turf was derived from the mining for- 
tunes of the last century was Clarence H. Mac- 
kay, who died Saturday night, November 12, at 
his home in New York City at the age of 64. 
Mr. Mackay, known to the business world prin- 
cipally as chairman of the board of the Postal 
Telegraph and Cable Company and president of 
the Mackay Radio and Telegraph Compny, has 
paid little attention to racing in the last 20 years, 
and the lengthy obituaries made little or no men- 
tion of his connection with the sport, but at one 
time he owned one of the best collections of 
breeding stock in America. 


Clarence Mackay was one of two sons of John 
W. Mackay, who had become a millionaire in the 
California gold rush days. He and his elder 
brother, John W., Jr., entered racing as the own- 
ers of a successful stable of American-bred trot- 
ters in Europe. He was also an enthusiast of the 
hunting field and a polo player, and about the 
turn of the century he became interested in the 
Thoroughbred sport in America. One of his first 
purchases was the 1899 Brooklyn Handicap win- 
ner Banastar, for which he paid $11,000. Later 
he gathered a group of excellent broodmares, 
sent them to what is now Kingston Stud at Lex- 
ington, with Banastar as head stallion, under the 
management of Charles Hill. 


Mr. Mackay’s Thoroughbreds were dispersed by 
public auction at Saratoga Springs August 14, 
1919, 32 lots (foals being sold with their dams) 
bringing $160,400, an average slightly better 
than $5,000. The stallion *Spanish Prince II was 
bought by John E. Madden for $5,000. Star of 
the sale was the then 10-year-old mare Melody, 
by *Meddler——*Ballantrae, by Ayrshire, which 
Henry McDaniel bought for Commander J. K. L. 
Ross for the record price of $36,000. The mare 
was sold with her weanling colt (Harmonious) by 
“Prince Palatine. John Sanford bought *La 
Claque, by *Meddler out of Whisk Broom II's dam, 
Audience, for $13,000, and Dr. R. W. McCully, 
acting for Harry Payne Whitney, paid $11,000 
for *Balancoire II (*Meddler—*Ballantrae), 
which became the ancestress of such great horses 
as Equipoise and Seabiscuit. Other noted mares 
which brought high prices were Miss Malaprop, 
$7,600; Audience, $7,000; Courtisane, $7,000; Cafe 
au Lait, $7,000; and *Nineveh II, $7,000. Many 
top horses are descended from Mackay-owned 
mares.

Pimlico 


HE fall meeting at Pimlico, a 13-day affair 

with a stakes each day, closed Tuesday, No- 
vember 15, and racing in Maryland moved to 
Bowie, which will run out the month, bring this 
year’s Maryland racing to a close on November 
30. Out of the meeting came three major de- 
velopments. The War Admiral-Seabiscuit special 
resulted in the Hard Tack horse taking pre- 
eminence among the handicappers, will probably 
earn him the somewhat vague title of “best horse 
of the year,” though many of War Admiral’s 
supporters remain unconvinced. Inscoelda, Her- 
bert M. Woolf's Insco filly, by her fine perform- 
ance in the Walden Stakes, is almost undispu- 
tably leading 2-year-old filly. Though she is still 
slightly behind Dinner Date in earnings, her vic- 
tory in the Arlington Lassie, her second after bad 
racing luck in the Selima Stakes, and her defeat 
of such as Impound and Volitant in the Walden 
give her a brighter record than the Milky Way 
filly. Challedon, late-appearing son of *Chal- 
lenger II, raced his way into second position 
among the season’s money-winning 2-year-olds, 
possibly to second position in point of class as 
well, though the latter ranking may be disputed 
by adherents of Porter’s Mite. 


Heiser Handicap 


The heavy track at Pimlico on November 7 
caused four withdrawals from the Heiser Handi- 
cap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up foaled in 
Maryland, one mile and 70 yards), leaving a field 
of three. This did no good for Pimlico’s betting 
totals, but it resulted in a very interesting race 
for Pimlico’s patrons. Mrs. Elmer Trueman’s 
favored Toddle On (3-y-0, 111), winner of last 
year’s Maryland Futurity, came out of the gate 
first, with Miss A. Davies’ Unheralded (107) sec- 
ond, and Gustave Ring’s Lady Maryland (115) 
third. The three were only heads apart for a 
half-mile, but after that distance Toddle On, set- 
ting the pace on the deeper going next to the 
rail, tired and dropped out of it. Nick Wall sent 
Lady Maryland into the lead, and the *Sir Grey- 
steel filly drew clear. Unheralded made a strong 
bid in mid-stretch, got nearly up. Lady Mary- 
land responded to Wall’s drive, however, and was 
slowly drawing out at the finish, winning by 
three-fourths of a length. Toddle On was third, 
six lengths behind Unheralded. Time, :2336, 
248%5, 1:14%5, 1:41, 1:46, track heavy. Stakes 
division, $1,985, $500, $250.

Inscoelda Beats Volitant 


The Walden Stakes ($7,500 added, 2-year-olds, 
1 1-16 miles) at Pimlico November 8 resulted 
in a mild surprise when Saratoga Stable’s Voli- 
tant (116), considered one of the likelier pros- 
pects among the juveniles as a stayer, was run 
down after taking the lead by Woolford Farm’s 
Inscoelda (116), which was giving him weight 
by the scale. Time Alone (119), now almost 
certainly a sprinter, made the pace for nearly 
six furlongs, then fell back as Volitant, which 
had been close throughout, swept into the lead. 
Inscoelda, with Johnny Longden in the saddle, 
had got away next to last, and she weaved 
through the field on the back stretch to be in 
third place around the last turn. When she 
straightened for the drive, Volitant was two 
lengths in front, and Jockey Richards was shak- 
ing him up. Volitant could not or would not re- 
spond, and Inscoelda caught him in the last few 
yards, beat him by a head. King Ranch’s Cien- 
cia (110), losing ground on the last turn, rallied 
to finish third, four lengths farther back, with 
Alfred Vanderbilt’s Impound (113), the second 
choice, in fourth place. Second most of the way 
around, Impound had tired in the stretch. In 
order followed Tin Devil (113), Dark Watch 
(113), Time Alone, Sure Off (113), and Chief

Odds-on favorites at Pimlico this fall have had 
a way of disappointing, with War Admiral and 
Jacola the chief offenders.

Grayson Stakes 


A gratifyingly large field of 11 came out for 
the first running of the Grayson Stakes ($2,500 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 1'2 miles) at Pim- 
lico November 10. The race was intended as a 
preparation for the 15,-mile Bowie Handicap on 
closing day and in this respect it failed, for the 
winner was the only horse in the field not en- 
tered for the Bowie. This was Houghton P. Met- 
calf’s home-bred High Velocity (116), trained by 
Matt Smart, who, oddly enough, trained for Ad- 
miral Cary T. Grayson, to whom the race is a 
memorial, until his death last spring. High 
Velocity had won a stakes last June, at 1 3-16 
miles. In six subsequent attempts, at shorter 
distances, he had been unplaced and _ badly 
beaten. Then, the day before the Grayson, he 
won at 1 1-16 miles, came back without a rest 
and went to post at Pimlico at nearly 26 to 1. 

Warren Yarberry got him away well, just be- 
hind a slow pace, rated him third or fourth for 
the first mile. Then, as the field swung into the 
far turn, with Flat Lance (3-y-o, 110), a *Lance- 
gaye 3-year-old, leading and Mrs. John D. Hertz’s 
Count Arthur (116) in second place, Yarberry 
sent High Velocity up fast. The *Abbot’s 
Nymph colt handled the fifth quarter-mile in 
about 25 seconds, went into the lead. W. W. 
Vaughan’s Mr. Canron (119), also rated early, 
came up to make a fight of it at the eighth-pole 
but High Velocity held on stubbornly, won by a 
head. Count Arthur was third, two and a half 
lengths farther back, with Walter M. Jeffords’ 
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favored Jolly Tar (3-y-o0, 110) fourth, a length 
away. In order came Flat Lance, Regal Lily 
(113), Roseretter (3-y-o, 107), Two Bob (113), 
Sir Jim James (116), Simoon (3-y-o0, 10812), and 
Hypocrite (3-y-o, 112).

Pimlico showed no signs of having run out of 
surprises on November 11, and outsiders finished 
one-two-three in the Ritchie Handicap ($5,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs), despite 
the presence of several crack sprinters in the 
field. Creole Maid (3-y-o0, 104) was rushed into 
the lead at the start, with Alfred Vanderbilt’s 
High Lark (107) in second place, the favored 
Liberty Flight (3-y-o, 117) third. The favorite 
quit first, and Creole Maid had had enough after 
a half-mile. As these two fell back, Mrs. A. J. 
Abel’s Honey Cloud (110), a 13-to-1 chance, 
moved up to take the lead, despite losing ground 
on the turn, and Jockey Johnny Longden kept him 
going to win by three-fourths of a length. Sec- 
ond was Gustave Ring’s Lady Maryland (109), at 
20 to 1.

Challedon's Third Futurity 


Last year, when it seemed that the evidence 
was about all in on the 2-year-old situation, Willis 
Sharpe Kilmer’s Nedayr thrust himself into the 
picture with a double in the Walden Stakes and 
Pimlico Futurity. This season W. L. Brann’s 
Challedon has a similar history. Until the end 
of October, Challedon was an unconsidered juve- 
nile. He had won two races in four starts, his 
victories being in a maiden race in September 
and in the Maryland Futurity, the latter success 
being somewhat discounted because the race was 
exclusively for Maryland-breds. But in the New 
England Futurity October 29, Challedon turned 
back a good field without much trouble, became 
a 2-year-old to be reckoned with. At Pimlico on 
November 12, Challedon (119) gathered addi- 
tional laurels with a convincing victory in the 
Pimlico Futurity ($15,000 added, 2-year-olds, 
1 1-16 miles). Not since Canter won the event in 
1925 had a Maryland-bred horse won Maryland's 
richest 2-year-old event. 

Favorite and pacemaker was’ Greentree 
Stable’s Third Degree (119), a Questionnaire colt 
which, though not a stakes winner, had earned 
some $12,000 this year. At his throatlatch was the 
second choice, Wheatley Stable’s Gilded Knight 
(122), with Alfred Vanderbilt’s Impound (119) 
and E. R. Bradiey’s Big Hurry (119), Selima 
Stakes winner, in the first flight. Challedon 
shuffled back, was next to last on the first turn, but 
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Jockey George Seabo found racing room on the 
inside after reaching the back stretch, moved 
forward gradually. Third Degree and Gilded 
Knight drew far out from the field in the run 
down the back stretch, stayed there until Challe- 
don, still on the inside, began closing ground in 
the stretch. At the eighth-pole he had caught 
Gilded Knight, was at Third Degree’s head. The 
Questionnaire colt had done too much with Gilded 
Knight, could not hold the challenger, and Chal- 
ledon drew out to win by two lengths or more. 
Third Degree was second, a length in front of 
Gilded Knight, with Big Hurry two lengths far- 
ther back in fourth place. Impound, weakening 
at the end, was five lengths farther behind, with 
Nitro (122), Felsun (122), and Predestined 
(116) following in order. Time, :23%5, :4735, 
1:1245, 1:39, 1:4545, track fast.

Malone from the Turf for participation in a case 
of ringing-in at Pimlico last May, was reversed 
by court order, and the case remanded to the 
commission for a new hearing. The grounds for 
the reversal were largely that unsworn evidence 
had been taken, and that some witnesses had 
been communicated with only by telephone. 

On November 14 Trainer Malone attempted to 
enjoin the commission from holding a second 
hearing, on the ground that it had no jurisdiction 
over him, as he did not hold a Maryland license. 
Circuit Judge R. K. Adams dismissed the peti- 
tion, and the commission began rehearing of the 
case. Results probably will not be known for 
several days. 


CALIFORNIA 


Bay Meadows, Tanforan 


REASCNABLY successful meeting closed at 

Bay Meadows November 12 and Califor- 
nia’s racing scene shifted to Tanforan, also at San 
Francisco, also of 25 days duration. The Tan- 
foran meeting closes December 17, and after that 
date there will be no racing in the State until 
December 31, when Santa Anita Park begins its 
winter meeting, opening date having been moved 
back six days this year, presumably for the bene- 
fit of holiday trade. 

Closing day was featured by the World’s Fair 
Handicap, a $10,000 event which drew 14 over- 
night entries but only eight starters. Louis B. 
Mayer, remarkably successful with his recent 
purchases, won it with Main Man, which has now 
almost repaid, in three starts, the $17,000 which 
was his reported price. A supporting race, a 
1 1-16-mile allowance affair for 3-year-olds and 
up, was won by T. Loeff’s Gallaclay, a 6-year-old 
gelding by *Sir Gallahad III. The last race of 
the day, at two miles, went to the 22-to-1 chance 
Itsown, a *Brig o’ Doon gelding owned by G. J. 
Gianniti. Malicious, 11-year-old *Omar Khay- 
yam gelding which won four successive two-mile 
races in California last winter and has not won 
since, was second. 

The Tanforan meeting continues with about the 
same horses as have raced at Bay Meadows, 
though it may draw a few more Eastern horses 
for its best handicapu. One of the richer events 
is the Tanforan Lassie Stakes, for California-bred 
fillies, to be run November 26. Expected to gross 
about $8,000, the Lassie has drawn 28 nomina- 
tions, will be decided at six furlongs. Ed Janss’ 
Blue Breeze, daughter of Blue Larkspur, is the 
probable favorite. 


Mask and Wig Wins 


On October 3, at Jamaica, Mask and Wig 
scored his first win, racing to be claimed for 
$1,500. Stepped up to a claiming price of $2,100, 
he won again a week later. Then Louis B. Mayer 
bought him from Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs, and for 
his first start under his new silks Mask and Wig 
came out under 108 pounds at Bay Meadows 
November 11, in the Armistice Day Handicap 
($1,500 added, 2-year-olds, six furlongs). Meet- 
ing the best 2-year-olds on the West Coast (in- 
cluding the first four to finish in the Bay Mead- 
ows Futurity), Mask and Wig dominated his 
field from the start, eventually won by six 
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lengths, with Jockey C. Corbett taking him in 
hand in the last furlong. C. R. Thompson’s 
Prince Saxon (115) was second, a half-length in 
front of C. M. Willock’s Arjac (120), with R. C. 
Woodruff’s One Shen (113) fourth a half-length 
farther back.

ARRAGANSETT PARK’S regular meeting, 

of 27 days, came to a close November 12, 
but it came with a six-day extension, asked for 
because of unusually open weather conditions in 
New England this fall. The racing of November 
14 and 15 was devoted to charity; the remaining 
four days are wholly on the track’s behalf, 
though horsemen, with no other track to go to 
immediately, were probably pleased with the ex- 
tension. 

Glen Riddle Farm’s War Admiral, defeated in 
his only previous invasion of New England, at 
Suffolk Downs last summer, made a more suc- 
cessful attempt November 12 in the New Eng- 
land Handicap. There were no very formidable 
opponents among the overnight entries, and 
some of the best of these were withdrawn, so 
War Admiral faced an indifferent field, won 
easily. Despite the comfortable margin of his 
victory, some observers noted that Kurtsinger 
had to work on his mount to get much from him, 
felt that the Man o’ War colt might be staling 
off, as he was last year when he was nearly 
beaten at Pimlico. He goes into retirement for 
the rest of the year, will have several months to 
freshen up before being trained for Hialeah’s 
Widener Cup Handicap, a $50,000 added event 
which he won last March. 

During the 27 days of the regular meeting, the 
betting totaled $9,438,885, for a daily average of 
$349,588. There was no meeting at Narragan- 
sett Park last fall for purposes of comparison. 
The 1937 summer meeting averaged $459,490, 
that of last summer averaged $383,566. While the 
1938 turnover is considerable under that of 1937, 
the track is nearly as well off, since it appears 
that in previous years the former management 
did a good deal of ‘pump priming”’ in the mutuels. 


Chopmist Handicap 


The inaugural running at Narragansett Park 
November 9 of the Chopmist Handicap ($5,000 
added, all ages, six furlongs) proved the most 
valuable triumph thus far for S. J. Norris’ 4- 
year-old Mr. Blaze (115), though the Blazes colt 
had won three stakes earlier in the season. 
Bachelor Dinner (107) set the early pace, but 
Mr. Blaze, ridden by W. Leishman, was always 
lapped on him, and around the turn he moved up 
and took the lead. Then W. A. Carter’s favored 
Clodion (115) came up to throw down a strong 
challenge, but Mr. Blaze fought him off, won by

Riddle, helped cheer War Admiral home. 


At the start War Admiral was unruly, and he 
was finally taken to the outside.

Tipsters Raided Again 


Last March U. S. Attorney Lamar Hardy or- 
ganized a series of raids on tipster services in 
New York, got 68 indictments. One individual, 
a paroled convict who has served 17 years of a 
20-year sentence for manslaughter, was held with- 
out bail. The others were released on bond total- 
ing $66,500, and most of them went back into 
business immediately. On November 3, timing 
his action to coincide with the opening in federal 
court of indictments naming 70 persons, Attorney 
Hardy raided again, and detectives invaded 13 
offices in Manhattan and one in Brooklyn, with 
instructions to arrest every one on the premises 
on a charge of using the mails to defraud. Prin- 
cipal defendants, naturally, were the five Adel- 
man brothers, Jacob, Fred, Harry, Isidore, and 
Joseph, who with eight brothers-in-law operated 
four Turf magazines.

John J. Coughlin Dies 


At Mercy Hospital, Chicago, on November 11, 
died Alderman John J. Coughlin, who with Michael 
(Hinky Dink) McKenna had regularly delivered 
the vote of Chicago’s First Ward, in which 
Coughlin was born 78 years ago. He had been 
alderman for 46 years. For a year he had suf- 
fered with arthritis; pneumonia attacked Novem- 
ber 7. Once rubber in, later owner of, a Turkish 
bath, he was universally known as Bathhouse 
John. 

For many years he owned a string of racers, 
liked them so well that he frequently was drawn 
into interference with their training, with ob- 
vious bad results. Best horses he raced were 
Rougish Eye and Karl Eitel. Rougish Eye was 
second to High Strung in the Belmont Futurity 
of 1928, in a finish so close that Coughlin always 
contended Rougish Eye had won, indicated his be- 
lief by subsequently giving his horses such 
names as Vindicated, Who Win, Very Well, and 
the like. He claimed to have been the first man 
to make a chart of a race in the style now used. 
But in racing his plaid frock coats, flaming shirts, 
and other extraordinary garments usually gained 
more attention than his horses. 

Funeral services were held in Chicago Novem- 
ber 14.

Encephalitis Spread 


Reports to the American Medical Association 
in Chicago last week indicated that in Minnesota, 
Massachusetts, and California there have been 
reported cases of encephalitis, a “sleeping sick- 
ness”’ apparently caused by the same virus which 
produces encephalomyelitis in horses. Six per- 
sons in Minnesota were reported to have been af- 
fected, all in areas where encephalomyelitis 
among horses was prevalent. In Massachusetts 
several children have died from encephalitis. No 
deaths have been reported in California, but Cali- 
fornia scientists have confirmed the identification 
of the virus.

ELECTIONS: EXIT AGAWAM 


HE balloting of November 8 had no immediate 

effect on racing except in Massachusetts, 
though some results may be expected later, where 
State administrations changed, with possible re- 
sulting changes in the state racing commissions. 
But in Massachusetts the voting apparently 
meant the extinction of little Agawam Park, near 
Springfield, which this season had the best meet- 
ing of its short history. 

The Massachusetts electorate voted separately 
on legalization of horse and dog racing, the vote 
being tabulated on a county local option prin- 
ciple. In Suffolk County, which includes Boston 
and Suffolk Downs, horse racing won comfort- 
ably, 227,466 to 65,187 and dog racing easily sur- 
vived, 189,851 to 81,909. But in Hampden Coun- 
ty, Agawam Park went under by a vote of 69,071 
to 49,094, while dog racing was buried, 76,173 to 
31,192, thus ending the Crescent Kennel Club. It 
had been planned to move both tracks to adjoin- 
ing Hampshire County if the vote were adverse, 
but Hampshire County said no to horse racing 
by a vote of 14,629 to 7,969, refused dog racing 
15,262 to 6,884. Only other county whose voting 
was important was Bristol, which has no horse 
racing, one dog track. Bristol County approved 
horse racing 69,803 to 46,044, permitted dog rac- 
ing, 64,578 to 48,596. In every case in which re- 
ports were available, horse racing ran well ahead 
of dog racing, and horsemen had every reason 
to believe that had dog racing not made so many 
enemies, horse racing might have had more 
friends. 

In Rhode Island, Republican William H. Van- 
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derbilt unseated Gov. Robert E. Quinn, who rep- 
resented one side in the controversy, over Narra- 
gansett Park last fall. Walter E. O'Hara, ousted 
by Quinn, ran as a “Square Deal” candidate 
in an attempt to split the Democratic party and 
beat Quinn; he got some 8,000 votes, which 
would have been of no service to Quinn, who lost 
by more than 40,000. With Governor-elect Van- 
derbilt went a Republican sweep of State and city 
control. 

In Massachusetts Republican Leverett Salton- 
stall took the governorship by almost 100,000 
from Governor Curley, a fact which probably 
will have little additional effect on racing in that 
State. 

Pennsylvania’s Governor Earle, who has been 
none too friendly to efforts to legalize racing in 
that State, was not a candidate for reelection 
to the governorship, ran instead for the U. S. 
Senate and was beaten. The new governor will 
be Judge Arthur H. James, whose position in re- 
gard to racing is undeclared. 

In New Hampshire, Gov. Francis P. Murphy 
was re-elected, and no pronounced change in the 
State administration was expected. 

New York retained Democratic Governor 
Lehman, but the Republican party, which already 
controlled the Legislature, got the Senate as well. 
Attempts to introduce pari-mutuel betting in New 
York have come from Democratic sources, but 
the Republican forces are not in any position 
concerning pari-mutuels from which they can- 
not withdraw. 

Democrat Herbert O’Conor won the governor’s 
chair in Maryland from Harry W. Nice, prob- 
ably will make no important changes in racing 
administration there. Michigan also changed

governors and political control by electing Re- 
publican Frank D. Fitzgerald, whom Frank Mur- 
phy, defeated last week, had beaten two years 
ago. Racing will hardly be affected. Ohio also 
elected a new Republican governor, with no ap- 
parent effect on racing there. 

In California, Gov. Frank F. Merriam was 
beaten by Republican Culbert Olson, who has 
given no public indication of his intentions with 
regard to racing. Last week an influential Cali- 
fornian told THE BLOOD-HORSE that, while the 
present members of the Horse Racing Board con- 
tinue in office, a new member may be added. 

Texas, of course, elected Democrat Lee O’Don- 
nell, a vaudevillian with good intentions who will 
need an unconscionable amount of money to carry 
out his old-age-assistance program. Apparently 
the governor-elect has no objections to racing.

Koodoo 


Detroit, October 25 
Editor, THe BtLoop-Horse: 


Coincidences seem to keep on happening. On Satur- 
day, October 22, you rightfully referred to Koodoo as 
“an obscure son of Court Day, an almost equally ob- 
scure son of Fair Play,”’ and on that day it so hap- 
pened I purchased this horse from the Metamora 
Hunt, to head our stud of Thoroughbreds. 

I have known this horse ever since he was a foal 
and have become increasingly sold on him as time 
has gone by. He was bred by John Bosley, and his 
dam, Mavanel, was purchased by Carlton M. Higbie 
of Detroit. who later sold the mare to me. I in turn 
resold her to Bess Bosley, shortly after she lost Chase 
Me, to further her ambition to raise another Chase Me. 
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Koodoo at an early age showed splendid conforma- 
tion, growthiness, and all in all a great deal of prom- 
ise. He was left entire and was developed into a 
hunter. The only racing he has done has been in some 
of the amateur Metamora Hunt races, some of which 
he won handily. Mr. Higbie turned him over to the 
Metamora Hunt and he has just completed four years 
of hunting and is generally considered one of the 
best, if not the best, hunter in this hard-riding Hunt. 
He has been hunted, probably more than any other 
hunter in Metamora, being ridden by the Hunt staff 
and on occasions by different members of the Hunt, 
including the Master, William R. Clark, Miss Peggy 
Ainsworth and Miss Viola Hammond, ete. He has 
been used as a stud at Metamora, mainly with the 
object of siring prospective hunters. He has done 
this job admirably well and has also sired a number 
of outstanding show horses. 

His chances as a racing sire have been limited al- 
most entirely to our farm and we have sent to the 
track Napper Tandy, Derby Dawn, Stingo and Tom- 
botuck, all winners. Tipton Slasher, a 2-year-old, out 
of the Pennant mare, I do not believe has won as yet. 
Another one racing, Orkil Rust [Orkil’s Russet], has 
also been a winner. Miss Koo, 3-year-old daughter, 
won two races this year at the Bloomfield-Metamora 
Hunt races. Seemingly, practically everything sired by 
Koodoo has been a winner, with the exception of Tip- 
ton Slasher. 

In purchasing this horse, I hope to be able to give 
him greater opportunities as a sire of racing horses, 
also to lift him somewhat from the obscurity which is 
his in racing circles.

Casualty List 


ONDON, October 28.—A friend of mine to 

whom I showed a copy of the notes that I 
despatched to you last week took me to task for 
what he termed my doleful view of the standard 
of our present day racers. He could not agree 
that our horses were less robust than of yore and 
that the breed was being sacrificed to the craze 
for 2-year-old winners and quick returns. More- 
over, he was inclined to question whether foreign- 
bred horses had won so many big races as I sug- 
gested. This discussion took place at Newmarket 
on the morning of Cesarewitch day. A few hours 
later, the French-bred and -trained 3-year-old 
Contrevent (which incidentally was never raced 
as a 2-year-old) won our chief long distance han- 
dicap with a considerable degree of ease. I saw 
my friend again in the evening, but he was not 
inclined to renew the argument. 

Before proceeding to write of the Cesarewitch 
and the other bright fare provided at Newmarket, 
I might as well briefly tabulate the major suc- 
cesses gained by French- and American-bred 
horses this season. It will surprise my friend, 
and come as a shock to a great many of our 
placid experts, to know that to date no fewer 
than 15 events that are classed as big races in 
The Sporting Life list have been won by horses 
bred overseas, and these successes include the 
most coveted prizes in each particular sphere of 
racing. 

To the French-breds have gone the Lincoln- 
shire Handicap and Victoria Cup with PHAKOS; 
the Newmarket Stakes with GOLDEN SOVER- 
EIGN; the Derby with BOIS ROUSSEL; the 
Chesterfield Cup and Newbury Autumn Cup with 
PYLON II; the Ebor Handicap and Jockey Club 
Cup with FOXGLOVE IIT; the Duke of York Han- 
dicap with RODEO II; the Cambridgeshire Stakes 
with HELLENIQUA; the Newbury Autumn Han- 
dicap with NADUSHKA; and the Cesarewitch 
with CONTREVENT. 

To American “half-breds” must be credited the 
Grand National with BATTLESHIP; the Ascot 
Gold Cup with FLARES; and the Middle Park 
Stakes with FOXBROUGH II. 

No one who has a real interest in the British 
Thoroughbred can contentedly survey this list. 
My livelihood and my interests are in racing and 
breeding, and I should be quarreling with my 
bread and butter if I wantonly decried our stock. 
But the facts are stubborn, and the path that we 
are treading is sign-posted “Degeneration.” It 
is with the idea of arresting this downward march 
that I urge the adoption of the reforms set out in 
my notes of last week. 


Newmarket 


ELIGHTFUL sunny autumn weather favored 
the final meeting of the season at Newmar- 
ket, and the racing generally was as entertain- 
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ing as could be desired. The Jockey Club Stew- 
ards and their most capable clerk of the course, 
Cc. W. Marriott, are indeed to be highly compli- 
mented upon the programs that are now being 
presented to Newmarket patrons. For a charge 
of 18 shillings (to Tattersalls and the chief en- 
closures) or six shillings to the public ring, vis- 
itors to headquarters are regaled with the best 
possible fare at a price well below that which 
is charged on many second rate tracks. 


There were 28 starters for the Cesarewitch and 
collectively they were not a gay lot. I had no 
high opinion of our “proven” stayers, and thought 
that one or other of the 3-year-olds should prove 
capable of beating Fet and company. So it 
proved, though it was not my chief fancy, Solo- 
naise, which stood in the way of Fet’s setting up 
a record. 


As on Cambridgeshire day, there was a big 
company of Frenchmen present, and they had the 
satisfaction of completing the autumn double 
when the lightly-weighted 3-year-old Contrevent 
won by a length and a half from another of the 
same age in Dubonnet, with the gallant grey Fet 
a length and a half away third, Black Speck 
fourth, Earthstopper fifth, Malkowicze sixth, and 
Solonaise seventh. A quarter of a mile from 
home only two were concerned in the struggle, 
and the French colt, vigorously, if not stylishly, 
ridden by A. Tucker, proved a better stayer than 
Gordon Richards’ mount, Dubonnet. 


Contrevent's Rating 


LTHOUGH Contrevent was a winner of two 
races in France this season (one, at Chan- 
tilly in the summer, over two and a half miles) 
he was handicapped to carry only 92 pounds in 
the Cesarewitch. I am not disputing with any- 
one that he ought to have been set with a few 
pounds more, but I hope that this lapse on the 
part of the official compiler of the weights will 
not cause the Jockey Club to bow to the demands 
of certain writers and issue any fresh instruc- 
tions to handicappers. It is imperative that we 
should not tell the world that we are fearful of 
foreign competition—we can beat them on more 
sporting lines if we go the right way about it. 
In this connection, I would like to quote the 
very sensible comment of the Times racing cor- 
respondent. On the day following the Cesare- 
witch he wrote: “The handicapper to the Jockey 
Club, Mr. Fawcett, was generally blamed for 
having placed this winner at the bottom of the 
handicap, but I do not see why he should be 
blamed. After all, if an English-bred and Eng- 
lish-trained horse had won the race by the same 
margin he would not have heard any more from 
anyone about the handicap. I think that the 
blame rests with ourselves, for we do not make 
any attempt to breed stayers as the French 
breeders do, nor do we encourage breeders to 
breed stayers. There are all too few races for 
out-and-out stayers in this country. In compari- 
son there are too many races in this country for 
2-year-olds, and too many races for middle-dis- 
tance horses. The public dearly love a long dis- 


tance handicap so that no excuse for the paucity 
of them can be laid to the door of finance.” 
Contrevent is a bay colt by Deiri (by *Aethel- 
stan II, by *Teddy) out of Persian Princess, by 
McKinley, out of a mare which traces to Sun- 
dridge. He is trained by H. Count at Chantilly and

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who won our Two Thousand Guineas a few years 
back with Rodosto, and who came near to win- 
ning the Cesarewitch of 1935 with Nightcap III, 
beaten a head by Near Relation. A hardy, stocky 
type, Contrevent is of no great account to look 
at, nor do I rate him very highly in point of 
merit. It was the opinion of all the French ex- 
perts whom I met that the class of the field must 
have been below the customary Cesarewitch 
standards for Contrevent to win, even with his 
light weight. The “clock’’ bore out this asser- 
tion, for the time, 3:55!;, was extremely poor 
considering that the perfect Turf was a trifle on 
the firm side. Record for the course is 3:4135, 
set up in 1929 by West Wicklow. Only twice in 
the past 20 years has worse time than Contre- 
vent’s been recorded and on both occasions the 
going was exceedingly heavy. 

I must not dismiss the race without paying my 
trikute to Fet. In three successive years, the 
grey son of Son-in-Law has run first, second, and 
third in this most exacting of all handicaps. It 
is a record that has never been equaled in the 
century-old history of the Cesarewitch. 


Other Events 


PART from the big event, the handicaps at 

the meeting were of no particular interest, 
but several of the weight-for-age events call for 
comment. The titbit was the clashing of Pasch 
and Rockfel in the Champion Stakes. The dis- 
tance of this race is 10 furlongs, and Pasch 
started at even money, 2-to-1 being offered 
against Rockfel. The filly, however, won with 
the greatest ease by five lengths from “Manna” 
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Morriss’ Guineas and Eclipse winner, with the 
French hope L’Ouragan III four lengths away 
third, and Portmarnock and Ramtapa behind. 
Rockfel fairly revels in racing, and she is un- 
doubtedly a grand filly, all use, and as sound as 
a bell. Whether she would have beaten Pasch 
with the same ease had not the Beckhampton 
colt unseated Richards and galloped riderless for 
a mile on Newmarket Heath during the morning 
exercise is of course problematical, but I think it 
best to generously accept the form as it stands. 
Pasch does not run again, and he takes up stud 
duties next season. Rockfel remains in training 
and if all goes well will be the danger to Fox- 
glove II in next year’s Ascot Gold Cup. 

Another interesting bout among seniors was 
seen in the Lowther Stakes (1% miles) which 
the Aga Khan’s grey 4-year-old Sultan Mahomed 
(by Massine) won by a head from Buckleigh, 
with Pappageno II a like distance away third, 
and Bendex last of the four starters. 

Most of the best 2-year-olds have gone into 
retirement for the season, but there were two or 
three juveniles which made their mark during 
the week which will be heard of next season. Best 
performance was that of Edward Esmond’s 
chestnut colt Fox Cub (by Foxhunter) in win- 
ning the Criterion Stakes (six furlongs) by a 
neck from a newcomer in William. Woodward's 
colt Hypnotist (by Hyperion out of Flying Gal 
II, the dam of Boswell). Lord Astor’s Bosworth 
colt Kenilworth was two lengths away third, 
with Wheatland and Sir Roger behind. A fine, 
strongly made colt is Fox Cub, and the only fault 
I can find, if fault it be, is that he has too much 
white about him. These flashy looking horses 
are rarely good, but Fox Cub may well prove to

On make and shape 
he certainly looks an ideal sort for a St. Leger 
and the 1940 cup races. Hypnotist is yet an- 
other of Capt. Boyd-Rochfort’s grand team of 
2-year-olds. He made a most creditable debut, 
and is sure to win good races for Mr. Woodward, 
even if he is not quite so good as Foxbrough II. 

Sir Abe Bailey took the Moulton Stakes (five 
furlongs) with Spot the Winner, a grey colt by 
Loaningdale out of Tetrill. The youngster was 
stepping up a bit on two previous displays to 
beat Spadassin, Prometheus, Belle Travers, and 
others, even allowing that the three last named 
were each conceding him 14 pounds. 

Capt. Boyd-Rochfort was compensated for the 
defeat of Hypnotist when Lady Zia Wernher’s 
colt Casanova, a son of Hyperion out of the 
Cambridgeshire winner Double Life, the dam of 
Precipitation, won the Dewhurst Stakes (seven 
furlongs). It was only by a head that Casanova 
defeated Mrs. Lionel Corbett’s colt Bellman (by 
Achtoi), with the Aga Khan’s Badri (by *Blen- 
heim II) three lengths away third. I do not know 
how Casanova compares with the other young 
champions in the stable but I should certainly be 
prepared to accept fairly short odds about Capt. 
Boyd-Rochfort winning next year’s Derby. Not 
even in the Aga Khan’s most successful period 
has one stable sheltered so many high class 2- 
year-olds as we find at Freemason Lodge just 
now. There are Panorama, Foxbrough II, Casa- 
nova, Signal Light, Diadoque, Hypnotist, and 
Bosley, all holding the Derby engagement.

Orphan 


The care of a Thoroughbred orphan is a prob- 
lem frequently faced by breeders. If possible the 
owner of a foal whose dam has died usually tries 
first to obtain a foster mother. (Jack Rogers, of 
Versailles, Ky., makes it a business to have cold- 
blooded foster mothers available through the foal- 
ing season to rent to Thoroughbred breeders.) 
Last spring in Maryland, Ral Parr’s farm man- 
ager, Jack Taylor, put an orphan foal with a 
mare which already had one foal at her side, con- 
vinced her she had twins. But foster mothers are 
sometimes impossible to obtain, and in such cases 
the orphan foal becomes something of a problem. 

Cow’s milk is not a very good substitute for 
mare’s milk, since it has more fat, less sugar, 
has to be given in a formula to approximate the 
natural food of the new foal, and even then may 
produce a pot-bellied animal. Fortunately a 
Thoroughbred baby soon learns to eat solid food, 
does not have to depend long on calf’s food. 

Last week came a report from Pierre Rosander, 
of Sturgis, S. D., that he has a thriving yearling 
which has been raised on cow’s milk supplemented 
by a commercial feed (Omolene). The yearling, 
he reports, “was 45 inches high at the time he 
was foaled [May 2, 1937]. He gained three inches 
the first two months, and from then on increased 
one inch monthly. On August 8, 1938, at 15 
months, he stood 15 hands high and weighed 810 
pounds.” Mr. Rosander was very well pleased 
with the results of his feeding because the orphan 
had shown “far greater development” than any 
of his other 11 foals. The milk-fed yearling, 
named Circle John, is by Chief John (son of Sir 
John Johnson) out of Circle Scuttle, by *Kemano 
out of Silver Brook, by *Bowling Brook. He is 
now in training at Phoenix, Ariz.

Gift 106, etc.), and the Prince Georges Autumn Handicap (carrying top weight of 123 
pounds and heating Purple Knight 106, Thursday 116, by two and one-half lengths). 


Only One ran four times, won one race at two. As a 38-year-old he was second to Ob- 
servant in the Wilson Stakes, second to Sation in Laurel Stakes, third to Discovery and 
Chicstraw in Potomac Handicap, and third to Sation and Happy Go in Capital Handicap. 
| At four, Only One was second in the Butler (to Discovery), Queens County (to King Saxon), 
and Yonkers (to Top Row) Handicaps, third in the Metropolitan (to King Saxon and Sing- 
ing Wood), Suburban (to Head Play and Discovery), and Empire City (to Top Row and 
Vicar) Handicaps. In the same season Only One was fourth (to King Saxon, Singing 
Wood, and Sgt. Byrne) in the Carter Handicap.
